Even in a democracy where one’s 
vote counts as much as 
another, 
and where national elections have 
boon dcMid*sl several times in the 
past by a mere handful of voters, 
this ty[w* of thinking still prevails 
among many persons. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. Ia*t us 
exam ine a few 
close elections bt 
our country’s history for proof. 
In 
IKM, New York .state, which 
then had an electoral vote of only 
36 as compared to its present 4 7, 
was the deciding state iii the con­ 
test between Grover Cleveland, the 
Democratic candidate, 
and 
James 
G. Blaine, the Republican candidate. 
Cleveland polled 
56 3,1 54 votes to 
Blaine’s 
562,005, which gave him 
a plurality of 1,149. 
If a majority of those 1,1411 
voters— or 575— had voted for 
Blaine instead of Cleveland, the 
Republican 
candidate 
would 
have had a plurality of one vote 
over 
his 
opponent, 
and New 
York would have gone Repub­ 
lican. 
It is easy to see from 
those figures that a few votes 
make a lot of difference in some 
©lections. 
In 
1916 with tho United States 
closer and closer to the war raging 
in Europe, 
the 
November election 
was the closest in many years. 
Woodrow Wilson, running for a 
second term against Charles Ev­ 
ans Hughes, the Republican cand­ 
idate, 
went to ImsI late election 
night apparently a defeated man. 
The electoral 
vote 
stood 
thus: 
Republicans. 254, Democrats, lib I, 
w it ii tho rej>ort 
that 
California 
where the outcome was in doubt, 
would go Republican. That meant 
that California's IB electoral vot­ 
es would be added to the Repub­ 
lican's total of 254, making 2417 
or enough to carry the election.
